Two members of Hauptmann’s de- 
fence counsel, having split with Chief 
Covnsel Edward J. Reilly, sred action 
on Hauptmann’s appeal from _ the 
death sentence in the Lindbergh baby 
murder. 

C. Lioya Fisher and Frederick Pope 
called on Supreme Court Justice T. 
W. Trenchard to present a pavper’s 
petition asking the state to pay for ap- 
peal from the verdict at Havptmann’s 
trial. Reilly did not accompany them. 

The Hauptmann jury, which has an- 
other big decision to make—whether 
to enter vaudeville—won't make it for 
several days. 

The jury planned to meet to decide 
whether to sign a contract, but the 
meeting was postponed. Charles Wal- 
ton, the foreman, said a meeting would 
be held.
